circulation. 
The decline In circulation of silver 
dollars from 84,000,000 in 1919 to 
54,000,000 on Ju ly I, 1924, was the 
result of the P ittm an act, by which 
Congress authorized the treasury lo 
melt silver dollars and sell the bul 
lion to the British governm ent for 
use as currency In India. 
The treasury since has been order­ 
ed to restore the silver dollar to its 
form er place in circulation, but the 
public, after a five-year respite, does 
not readily assume the "b u rd e n ” of 
w eighting trousers pockets with the 
good old " c a rt wheels.” The treasury 
has the dollars, hut nobody w ants 
them. 
"T he life of a silver dollar," Mel­ 
lon points out, "h a s no reasonable 
limit, whereas that of a paper dollar 
does not at most exceed ten months. 
A paper dollar costs .017 cents to 
m anufacture and keep in circulation. 
If the treasury can restore to circula­ 
tion 80,000,000 silver dollars in the 
United States and 10,000,000 in our 
insular possessions, we can displace 
equal am ounts of paper currency and 
save an n u ally $828,000, 
which 
is 
equivalent to the Interest at 4 per 
cent on $21,000,000 of the public 
debt.” 
The dem and for paper currency in 
sms 11 denom inations has 
increased 
trem endously In the psst th ree years. 
It is now necessary to p rin t and put 
in circulation 4 8,000,000 one-dollar 
notes alone each m onth. 
The speed with which these hills 
are rushed th ro u g h th e m a n u fa c tu r­ 
ing process does not give the treasury 
tim e to season them, and as a result, 
Mellon suys, they become unfit for 
circulation w ithin seven

Six departments of tho .state government which collect fees 
are making money for the state, in tither words, are ofierating at 
a profil. 
These six departments, according to figures made public by 
State Auditor Ray P. Chase, are the dairy and food, weights and 
measures, agriculture, oil inspection, hotel inspection, and fire 
marshal. 
In round fig u r e s, these return, are reported for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1924. 
The dairy and food department, with 
41 inspectors, collected approximately $209,000 and expended 
$167,000. 
Weights and measures department with 18 inspectors, 
collected $77,000 and expended $48,000. 
Agriculture, with 22 in­ 
spectors, collected $126,000 and expended considerably less. 
Oil 
inspection, with 6.7 inspectors, collected $223,000 and expended 
$146,000. 
Hotel inspection, in which all travelingmen are interested and 
which has the sponsorship of the t Tnited Commercial Travelers 
of America and other travel ingmen’s organizations, collected $50,- 
000 in fees and expended $25,000. 
This department has six in­ 
spectors. 
The fire marshal’s department has IO inspectors, collected 
$58,000 and expended $45,000. 
The figures given arc approxi­ 
m a te (ii cs aud in round numbers. 
It argues well for continuance 
of these departments, that they are self-sustaining and stand on 
their own feet.

Six departments of the state government which collect fees 
are making money for the state, in other words, are operating at 
a profit. 
These six departments, according to figures made public by 
State Auditor Ray P. Chase, are the dairy and food, weights and 
measures, agriculture, oil inspection, hotel inspection, and fire 
marshal. 
In round figures, these returns are reported for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1924. 
The dairy and food department, with 
41 inspectors, collected approximately $209,000 and expended 
$167,000. 
Weights and measures departm ent with 13 inspectors, 
collected $77,000 and expended $43,000. 
Agriculture, with 22 in­ 
spectors, collected $126,000 and expended considerably less. 
Oil 
inspection, with 65 inspectors, collected $223,000 and expended 
$146,000. 
Hotel inspection, in which all travelingmen are interested and 
which has the sponsorship of the United Commercial Travelers 
of America and other travelingmeiPs organizations, collected $50,- 
000 in fees and expended $25,000. 
This departm ent has six in­ 
spectors. 
The fire marshal's department has IO inspectors, collected 
$58,000 and expended $45,000. 
The figures given are approxi­ 
mate ones and in round numbers. 
It argues well for continuance 
of these departments, that they are self-sustaining and stand on 
their own feet.

QUITE IMPORTANT 


Most of tis know that the bull in 
more than half the herd and most of 
ns appreciate the fact that only a pure 
bred bull should be nsed at the head 
of the herd, but often we fall to con­ 
sider the fact th a t pure bred bulla 
may he classed Into go«id sires and 
scrub sires. Just because a bull Is pure 
bred is no reason why he is perfectly 
suitable for use in any herd. The bull 
used must be absolutely the hest Indi­ 
vidual In the herd; he must he a little 
better bred animal and a little better 
Individual than any of the cows, other­ 
wise how can Improvement he made? 
The pnre bred breeders will do well 
to only offer good. straight bulla for 
sale and the roan who Is building up 
n good grade herd cannot expect to do 
It with a poor individual at Ifs head. 
Avoid the safe of or selection of bulls 
that are badly off type—bulls that are 
sloping on the romp, cut In at the 
heart, low in the back or plain In the 
head.

DAIRY 


PURE BRED SIRE IS 
- 
QUITE IMPORTANT 


Most of us know that the bull Is 
more than half the herd and most of 
ns appreciate the fact that only a pure 
bred bull should be used at the head 
of the herd, but often we fail to con­ 
sider the fa c t th at pure bred bulls 
may be classed Into good sires and 
scrub sires. Ju st because a bull is pure 
bred is no reason why he Is perfectly 
suitable for use In any herd. The bull 
used must be absolutely the best indi­ 
vidual In the h erd; he m ust be a little 
better-bred anim al and a little better 
individual than any of the cows, other­ 
wise how can improvement be made? 
The pnre bred breeders will do well 
to only offer good, straight bulls for 
sale nnd the man who Is building up 
a good grade herd cannot expect to do 
It with n poor individual at Ifs head. 
Avoid the sale of or selection of bulls 
that are badly off type—bulls that are 
sloping on the rump, cut in at the 
heart, low in the back or plain In the 
head. 
Select good individuals and, 
further, select a better bred bull than 
any of the cows. 
Bulls with produc­ 
tion records back of them are the hest 
bets for Improving the quality of the 
herd. 
The pure bred breeder will do well 
to pay particular attention to the se­ 
lection of the sire, securing an animal 
that is bred along the same lines as 
his cows, In order to intensify one tine 
of breeding and secure additional pro­ 
duction In a shorter period of tim e. 
No single factor in herd Improvement 
Is more im portant than the selection 
of the sire.—II. It. Lnscelles, Field 
Man, Colorado State Dnlry Commis­ 
sion.

RUSSIA BRANDS 
LETTER AS FORGERY 
Moscow, Oct. 27— A note dispatch-] 
ed by the Russian governm ent to the 
British governm ent com pletely repu­ 
diates the letter's charges against 
the Zinoviev letter, brands the le t­ 
ter as an “ im pudent forgery,** and i 
demands an apology and punishm ent 
of hot Ii private and official persons, 
implicated In the forgery. 
Russia proposes an im partial court 
of arbitration 
to confirm 
the faut! 
that the alleged “ Zinoviev le tte r ” is 
a forgery and an attem pt to disrupt 
A nglo-Russian a m ity .” 
The letter referred to Is one bear­ 
ing the sign atu re purporting to in 
that 
of Zinoviev, president 
of the 
executive c o m m i t t e e of the C om m un­ 
ist Internationale, addressed to Brit 
ish com m unists and urging 
revolt 
and sabotage. 
It was intercepted by secret service 
men in E ngland and wan m ade the 
subject of a sharp note of protest 
handed to M. C hristian Rukovsky, so 
vlet envoy, last Friday. 
Sim ultaneously with the dispatches 
of the R ussian note Zinoviev him self 
telegraphed to the general cou n cil of 
Rritish trade unions: 
“The so-called letter 
from 
the 
president of the com m unist Interna­ 
tionale alleged to have been signed 
by me, is of course, a gross falsifica­ 
tion. 
T here never w as and there 
never could be such a letter. 
The 
fabrication Is so crude that, even an 
illiterate B ritish 
foreign office offi­ 
cial should he bound to see it is fa l­ 
sity .” 
“It appears that Secretary H ughes'

RUSSIA BRANDS 
LETTER AS FORGERY 
Moscow, Oct. 27— A note d isp atch ­ 
ed by the Russian government to the 
British governm ent completely re p u ­ 
diates the la tte r’s charges against 
the Zinoviev letter, brands the lat­ 
ter as an “ im pudent forgery,” and 
dem ands an apology and punishm ent 
of both private and official persons 
implicated in the forgery. 
Russia proposes an im partial court 
of arb itratio n to confirm the fact 
th a t the alleged “ Zinoviev le tte r” is 
a forgery and an attem p t to disrupt 
Anglo-Russian am ity .” 
The letter referred to is one h ear­ 
ing the sig n atu re pu rp o rtin g to be 
th a t of Zinoviev, president of the 
executive com m ittee of the Com m un­ 
ist Internationale, addressed to B rit­ 
ish com m unists and u rg in g 
revolt 
and sabotage. 
It was intercepted by secret service 
men in E ngland and was made the 
subject of a sharp note of protest 
handed to M. C hristian Rakovsky, so­ 
viet envoy, last Friday. 
Sim ultaneously w ith the dispatches 
of the R ussian note Zinoviev him self 
telegraphed to the general council of 
British trade unions:

SCHILB'S CHEST CRUSHED IN

The Bedal car had a trailer hitched 
behind, with several of the children 
riding there. 
After the Bedal car 
passed, Mrs. Huston looked back to 
see if the children were all right, and 
she noticed the car that had just 
passed sw aying back and forth acrose 
the road. 
As she watched it sw ung 
across the paving a third time, t u r n ­ 
ed completely around and tipped over 
into the ditch. 
Stopping ai once, the Bedal car 
turned around and went back to help 
right the overturned machine, but 
thw two men could 
not handle it 
alone, so they stopped another cai, 
c a rry in g E. L. Wang, his sister, Mira 
H ulda W ang, and their mother, Mrs. 
A n n a Wang. 
The bus from Duluth 
happened along about this time, and 
the driver, with the other men a l ­ 
ready mentioned, succeeded in t u r n ­ 
ing the

a frenzy supporting the American League champions. 
It is no exaggeration 
to say that the nation never has been aroused for such a common cause as 
it was to pull against the Giants. 
Even in the war time, there were the con­ 
scientious objectors and the little group of up-setters in Congress. 
Quite to the surprise of everyone, the 1924 world's series games made 
a new record for attendance and receipts, even though the American League 
park is one-half smaller than the huge Yankee Stadium, where the American 
League end of the series was played last year. 
It is true that seven games were played this year, but it is also a fact, 
from past records, that Yankee-Giant series for the championship would n o t 
have packed the Yankee Stadium, .us four games in Washington filled the 
America)! League ball park. 
It was evident also that New York had more interest iii a series with a 
visiting club than in ti “city series,” because the* three games In the Colo 
Grounds outdrew the games that were played in the National League park 
here last summer. 
The victory of the Senators in the American League pennant race and 
in the world’s series will turn out to be a tremendous thing for baseball, if 
some of the suspicion that was aroused by the Giant scandal should prove 
to be unfounded.

Seldom Seen in Life 
A popular Impression prevails that a 
detective is a tall, spare man, with 
eyes which, lf they do not bore into 
tim very soul of a criminal, always 
have a dreamy, far-away look. 
It may he a shame to shatter this 
illusion, but the fact is that a detec­ 
tive is the most ordinary looking of 
mort ids. 
Ile is of no particular type; you 
meet his counterpart a dozen times In 
a short walk iii tiny city. 
Generally 
tho more successful he is the more 
commonplace lie looks—t hilt is one of 
the secrets of his success. 
No one 
takes him for what lie is. 
The writer has known jill kinds of 
detectives, 
fat and thin, 
jolly 
and 
morose, bearded and clean-shaven, sal­ 
low 
and 
rubicund, 
greybeards 
and 
striplings, men of education and court­ 
ly manner and men with little or no 
learning 
hut very wise in knowledge 
of the ways of men. 
That reminds the writer of another 
fallacy which 
Inis been 
foisted on 
the public. 
The detective hero of the 
story-teller is always ii man with mar­ 
velous powers of intuition and deduc­ 
tion who, with little or no effort, can 
point the finger at the guilty party. 
In fiction, when the creator of all 
the puppets of the story knows who 
commits the crime and how it is done 
before even the first word is writ­ 
ten. this is quite possible, hut In fact 
it is a very different proposition.

It is only solid, hard work that will 
get ti prisoner into the dock, and then 
only incontroversible facts offered in 
irrefutable evidence will secure his 
conviction. 
The judge and jury do not want to 
know what the detective thinks, but 
what he knows nnd can prove to the 
utmost of the rigorous requirements 
of the law.
